high esteem in which his father was 
regarded .won for him universal 
sympathy, and there wag at first little beltef 
of his guilt. His side was possessed of great | 
wealth, and with a quantity of money with- 
in hig reach at home, it was argued that’ he 
could not have had the motive’ which: 
caused the comnuiission of thecrime, With 
one exception, every lawyer at the Wash- 
ington bar volunteered, his. services to de- 
fend him. 

The trial of the casesoon cameon. Fo- 
gler’s attorneys were two promising young 
lawyers of Washington—Leroy Woods Tay- | 
lor and James B. Rath. Those who ap- | 
peared directly as counsel for Montgomery 
were William McKennan, ‘now judge of 
the United States circuit court, Alexander 
Wilson, David T. Wilson and Colonel R. M. 
Gibson, who was at that time the law part- 
ner of Congressman Montgomery. The in- 
terest manifested was intense. Montgom- 
ery's counsel demanded and obtained a 
severance, and Fogler’s case was taken 
up. He was. found ..._.guilty 
and sentenced § to death, ‘and 
some months afterward expiaied ;upon the 
gallows his crime.  Montgomery’s trial 
lasted some days, and public opinion at first 
set in his iavor, but soon veered the other 
way. Fogler refused to give evidence con- 
victing him, but he was positively identi- 
fied by the Dinsmore woman. Notwith- 
standing this an alibi was proved by a num- 
ber of witiesses’ Montgomery was found 


not guilty. 

Following the trial charges were set on 
foot of corruption and perjury. These as- 
sumed such a phase that the court soun 
afterward suspended from the. exercise of 
their mE 7 as attorneys, Messrs. Taylor 
and Ruth. ithin a year thereafter 

of these lawyers died, and although the de- 
mise of one was ascribed to heart disease, 
and of the other to consumption, it. was 
ever the popular belief that the cause of 
their deaths was the disgrace of suspension. 

It is also the firm belief-that the terrible 
crime was the cause of the death of the 
4ather of young Montgomery, which did 
not occur until four years afterward, dur- 
ing which parr he was @ miserable, broken 
man. 

ibe acquittal of Montgomery was full 
and formal, but his once best friends re- 
fused’ to believe in his innocence, and when 
before his execution, Fogler made a con- 
tession, in which he directly implicated 
Montgomery as his associate, few. doubted 
the truth. Since the handsome bo grew 
to manhood's estate, and as he added to his | 
years he became steeped i in vice. His hand 
has been against ev 4 man, and, although 
a cowardly criminal, he has figured in 
numerous escapades. In Malatesta’ s saloon, 
on Fifth avenue, he shot one Edwards, and 
was indicted for assault and battery ‘with 
iient to kill. He gave a bond, and fled 
from the presence of justice. 

In Texas, in Indianapolis and elsewhere 
he figured in similar scrapes.. He was shot 
and slightly wounded in a Grant street sa- 
loon in this city, and has thus been heard 
of with great consistency in police quarters. 
He was as ungrateful as vicious. A well- 
known attorney saved him on more than 
one occasion from the penitentiary, and in 
settlement took his note-for $500. One day 
ne telegraphed the attorney to meet him at 
Mansfield. He did so. 

‘Have you that note with you?” 

‘Yes,’ said the man of law, producing it, 
and expecting its payment. “Let me have 
it.’’ It was thrown across the room to him. 
He seized a pen anddeliberately marked out 
his own signature. Of course, the note was as 
,00d then as ever, for the lawyer was a wit- 
ness, and the act amounted to the crime of 
altering a written instrument, But the 
lawyer, who had known and loved Mont- 
gomery’s father, did not proceed against | 
him. ‘The deceased leaves almost intact the 
fortune left him by his father, rns 
to $75,000. His closeness wes remarkable 
and proverbial. He lived upon his com- 
paniuns in debauchery, and spent no money 
except that which went to pay his forfeited 
recognizances. 

His father was a man of national reputa- 
tion. He was of humble origin, and, by 
arduous toil in vocations, and of evenings 
managed to make a full course at Washing- 
ton miocen close by which he lived. e 
was marvelously gifted—of fresh in- 
tellect, brilliant powers and presence. He 
was elected to congress in 1856, serving four 
years. He attracted national attention by 
his debate upoo. international law wit 
Quitman, of Mississippi, growing out of 
the Nicaraguan question. Judge’ Shaler 
wrote him reference to his .mas- 
‘erly speech upon this subject 
that he had no doubt the time would come 
when it woud be one of the standard 
peeches for school-boy deciaimers. In the 
Lecompton controversy he was admitted to 
have made the best presentation of <4 
Douglas side, and at Dougias’s re- 
quest replied to Curry, of Alabama. He 
was a delegate to the Charilesion and Balti- 
more democratic conventions in 1860, and 
gained some wide-spread notoriety through » 
the personal assault from a southern debate 
from which he suffered.
